WASHINGTON, August 4.— 
Aroused by reports of the kill­ 
ing of several persons recently 
during prohibition raids, steps 
will be taken by the federal gov­ 
ernment to curb the indiscrim­ 
inate use of firearms by dry 
agents, it was learned at the 
treasury today.

FOREST FIRES. 


M E A R LY 100.000 forest fires in the United States during 


1924 sw ept 29,000.000 acres of public and private lands, 


according to figures just made public by the forest service. 
The resultant dam age from these fires totaled $38,000,000, 
an increase of $10,000,000 over the previous year, and $6,- 
000.000 higher than the average for the last nine years. T he 
estimate, moreover, makes no allowance for dam age to 
ar»a of Pennsylvania. 
It is also equal to more than tw o- 


al areas. 


It is as if the entiie state of Ohio had been burned 
O' er, and som e additional 5000 square miles of P ennsylvania 
or Indiana were thrown in for good measure. 
T he area 
of Ohio is estim ated at 41,040 square m iles; that of the 
areas suffering from forest fires last year at 4;*,312. 
I he 
latter figure, by the way, is just a shade greater than the 


area of Pennsylvania. 
It is also equal t omore than tw o- 


thirds the arca of all of N ew England. 


W hen all the effort centered on fire prevention and 


fire fighting in recent years is considered, such a record 
cannot be other than disheartening. 
The total number of 


forest fires in 1924 is estimated at 92,000, an increase of 
24.000 over 1923 and twice the average for the previous nine 
years. 
The show ing is not a gratifying one. 
Incendiarism, 
ii is startling to note, is blamed for 21,000 such fires. 
The 
burning of brush was lesponsible for 16,000 others, while 
the ever-present smoker is charged with starting 13,000 


more. 
Other leading causes of forest fires were camp fires, 
railroads, lumbering operations and lightning. 


The greatest hope of com bating forest fires, in the 
opinion of W illiam B. Greeley, chief of the forest service, 
lies in public opinion. 
“N o thoughtful citizen,” he declares, 
“can read the 1924 figures without concluding that the fight 
against forest fires is his personal fight ” 
H e is right; such 
a showing in the face of all that has been done falls little 
short of a national calamity. 
There can be no rest until 
this enem y is conquered once for all.

of fin* French lineage. 
He is a good 
representative of his breed, having 
heavy bones, 
short 
legs 
somewhat 
benched, long body and tail, and long 
silky ears reaching almost below his 
body when he walks. 
The Bassetts 
are tri-colored and this particular in­ 
dividual has a white blanket with red­ 
dish brown ears and head markings, 
and reddish brown and black mark­ 
ings on his body. 
These little hounds of bloodhound 
ancestry are lately becoming intro­ 
duced into America in considerable 
numbers and are rapidly becoming 
popular as slow’ and careful hunters 
with exceedingly keen noses for ac- j 
curate trailing. 
In America they are 
used mainly for rabbits and other 
small game, although some have been 
trained for coon. 
In England and 
other parts of Europe they are used 
as trackers of the hare and as slow 
trailers of the deer, bringing them 
around to the shooting platforms on 
which stand the nobility, who do the 
shooting. 
Attorney George H. Smith, formerly

The 
Russian hounds have been crossed 
with tho English-French and there are 
two litters of little puppies of this 
cross now on hands at the Smith ken­ 
nels.

Way back I 
centuries ago the Bassett was devel­ 
oped in France but it wasn’t until 
sixty years ago tbat the Bassett first 
attracted 
the 
attention 
of 
British 
sportsmen 
visiting 
France.

were found In great abundance in Ar­ 
tois, and probably the best Bassett to­ 
day is a Bassett d’Artois. 
The hound 
is of ancient origin and is believed 
by some authorities to be the direct 
descendant of the hounds which the 
Abbots of St. Hubert had to contri­ 
bute annually to the King’s kennels. 
By some it Is thought that the hounds 
descended direct from the old French 
bloodhound. 
It is true that Sir Ever­ 
ett Millais again introduced a cross 
with the bloodhound several years 
ago and much of the Bassett blood of 
today traces to that outcrops. 
The Bassett preserved many of the 
bloodhound characteristics as may he 
seen in "Starridge Rastus.” The head 
points, together with a long sinuous 
body, give him a distinct advantage 
in penetrating thick brush and under­ 
growth. 
As they have been origin­ 
ally bred for hunting both in Europe 
and America, the Bassett is all hound, 
and breeders of the hounds have held 
steadily to the purpose of conserving 
the hunting instincts and sporting 
properties of their stock. 
Another reason for Rastus’ pride is 
that he is a Walhamption and the 
Walhamption pack is the greastest 
pack of England.
